State’s Property Owners To Bear 
Burden Of Increase Is 
Prediction 


HARRISBURG, Ju ly 22,— (INS)

m ental housing p ro jects will force 
“increased

burdens 
on 
the 
sta te ’s pro p erty ow ners”. 
P resid en t O scar B. Q uinto of 
Philadelphia said “th e tax exem pt 
public housing p rojects will m ake 
the tax bills higher in school dis­ 
tricts w here these units are erect­ 
ed. 
“Taxpayers in any school dis­ 
trict in which a public housing 
p ro ject is started w ill be hit al­ 
m ost at once because paym ent in 
lieu of taxes m ade by public hous­ 
ing p rojects in a m ajority of cases 
is paid to m unicipal authorities 
and not school districts,” Q uinto 
declared. 
Educational Costs Higher 
H e charged 
rising educational 
costs 
would 
m ake 
th e 
burden 
h eavier fo r 
“already 
overloaded 
p roperty ow ners” since m unicipali­ 
ties will be forced to share an in­ 
creased am ount of the local school 
bill. 
“This will resu lt from the state 
equalization boards’ recom m enda­ 
tion th at com m onw ealth subsidies 
to school districts be paid on th e 
board’s 
p roperty 
evaluations 
in­ 
stead of those m ade by local as­ 
sessors,” Q uinto stated. 
“ D epending on the location of 
th e housing p ro ject,” he said, "it 
can cause an overcrow ded condi­ 
tion in school buildings which will 
m ean additional facilities 
“Since th e tax field will be lim- 
tied, the only logical group around 
to pay this bill will be the real 
estate tax payers.” he said .

A short time later he goes 
back to the market and buys all 
the eggs back for $15—15 cents a 
dozen, retail The farm er is now 
‘out’ $5 on the deal. 
"Along comes now old Uncle 
Sammy and he gives the farm er 
$25 to make up the difference be­ 
tween the $10 the farm er sold 
the eggs for at the market and 
the $35 which he W'ould be en­ 
titled »o under the price support 
guarantee. Subtract the $5 lost on 
the two way deal at the market 
from the $25 given to him by the

farm er has gained $20 cash and 
still has the eggs.’

were included in the total raised 
for the New Castle Hospital Build­ 
ing Fund. 
Campaign Chairman J. Preston 
Flaherty revealed that the Sisters j 
of St. Francis, who operate the 
hospital, pledged at the start of the 
campaign to contribute 10 cents 
for every dollar given by all others 
to the fund. To date this brings the 
Sisters' gift to $82,000. 
Prleate Forum Aids 
Upon recommendation of Bishop 
Hugh C. Boyle of the Pittsburgh 
Catholic Diocese, the Priests For-1 
um of Lawrence County commit­ 
ted their parishes to $25,000, Mr 
Flaherty announced. Father Cor-j 
nelius H. Becker, pastor of St. Jo-| 
seph’s churh and acting head of 
this amount would be apportioned 
the Priests Forum, explained that ! 
among the 13 Catholic parishes of 
the county. Each parish will deter­ 
mine exactly how its obligation is 
to be met, he said. The sum does 
not include the personal contribu­ 
tions of the priests.

large gifts were not emphasized 
at the start. But I think the time 
has come when full credit should 
be given. 
"These sacrificial gifts from the 
Sisters of St. Francis and the Cath­ 
olic churches were an inspiration 
to the leaders of this campaign 
when at the start we set out to ac­ 
complish what appeared to be the 
impossible.

Leaders are still hopeful that the 
total may reach the $700,000 mark 
Meanwhile the Hospital Board 
announced that construction plans 
for the hospital would be pursued 
without delay. Mr. Davis said that 
the asking of bids for actual con­ 
struction might be expected by 
next May. 
He said that it was the common 
wish of the board and St. Francis 
Sisters that, all things being equal, 
contracts might 
be let to New 
Castle firms and that, as far a» 
possible, sources of labor and ma­ 
terials be found here. 
Leveling Off Site 
Actual leveling off of the pro­ 
posed site for the new hospital 
wing has been in progress since 
last March. Removal of the hill to 
the rear of the present building 
will bring the first floor of the 
proposed structure to the same 
level with it. Approaches to the 
new main entrance as well as the 
emenrgency entrance will be at 
ground level with no steps such 
as at the present main entrance. 
Sister 
Mary 
John 
announced 
that the hospital would issue a 
quarterly bulletin to all campaign 
contributors and interested groups 
to keep them informed as to ‘pro­ 
gress of the building program. She 
said the first one would be mailed 
in September.

C hurchill told a surprised House 
of Commons Thursday that the 
late President Roosrvelt used the 
phrase “unconditional surrender ’ 
in outlining plans for Germany 
w ithout first consulting him. 
The term was used by Mr. Boose, 
velt in a news conference at C'asa- 
blanca on Jan. 24, 1943, alter a 10- 
day conference with Churchi'l at 
which plans were completed for 
the year s offensive military cam­ 
paigns against Germany and Ja- 
pan. 
W ithout Consultation 
Churchill told the house. 
“The statem ent was made by 
President Roosevelt without con­ 
sultation with me. 
I was there on 
the spot and had rapidly to con­ 
sider w hether the state of our posi­ 
tion in the world was sucn as to 
justify me in not giving suppoit 
to it. 
“I did support it. but it was not 
the idea I had formed in mv own 
mind." 
B ritain’s wartime prime minister 
made his disclosure during j t . 
eign 
affairs 
debate 
centering 
around Britain's present policy in 
Germany. 
Conservative Harold MacMillan 
eharged that in some respects this 
policy is 
“somewhat naive”. 
He 
said the chief danger to world 
peace lies in the fact that if Ger­ 
many Is not “attached firmiy" to 
the west she will slide “inti) the 
clutches of the Soviets". 
Foreign Secretary Bevin detend­ 
ed the policy. 
He said that the 
“unconditional 
surrender” term s 
compelled the allies "to build abso­ 
lutely from the bottom on nothing 
at all." 
Heard Of It In the Pres« 
Bevin said: 
“The 
first 
we

phrase was in the press." 
Churchill said that had the cab­ 
inet considered 
Mr. 
Roosevelts 
phrase 
it

against it. but because of the An­ 
glo-American alliance “we had to 
accommodate ourselves". 
Amid protests from the labor 
benches. Churchill said it is "not 
at all satisfied” that the phrase 
“did 
produce 
very 
evil 
conse­ 
quences”. 
Bevin inferred that he opposed 
the decision at the time but accept­ 
ed. it to prevent a split in the war­ 
tim e coalition cabinet. 
He com­ 
plained of present opposition crit­ 
icism “when they left me such a 
ahambles to take on”. 
The secretary defended Britain’s 
dism antling policy for German in­ 
dustry which he said was always 
consistent "but completely upset 
and hindered by our a llies’. 
He 
then cited certain alleged Ameri­ 
can policy reversals. 
“Sloppy Sentim ent” 
Bevin said that Britain is noi 
yet ready to cease regarding Ger- j 


many as an aggressor. He charged 
that there is a good deal of sloppy 
sentim ent" about German business 
which 
he 
characterized 
as 
the 
"wrong approach”. 
Bevin added: 
"I am not going to forget that 
many women and children were 
killed in my constituency.” 
The foreign secretary said he 
did not think it would be possible 
to discuss or settle Germany's fu­ 
ture during next month’s meeting 
of the Council of Europe in Stras­ 
bourg 
He said he wants to see Germany 
become a member of the council 
"but this can’i be done at the first 
stage.” 
Bevin said he hoped to reduce 
the Berim airlift as soon as a five 
months’ reserve is built up. DUt he 
added: 
* We are going to keep the ma­ 
chinery of the airlift in case any­ 
thing happens. 
“There will be difficulties with 
the Russians. 
There always are."
